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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

Claim 1-5 are amended as follows: 

1 . An ultrasonic probe comprising: an ultrasonic transducing part for 
transmitting and receiving an ultrasonic wave; an outer case for storing the ultrasonic 
transducing part; and an acoustic medium charged in the outer case, wherein the 
acoustic medium contains only 1 ,2-butylene glycol or 1 ■2-butvlene glycol and 1 .3- 
butvlene glycol. 

2. The ultrasonic probe according to claim 1 , wherein the acoustic medium 
contains i s form e d of only 1 ,2-butylene glycol.

5. The ultrasonic probe according to claim [4] 1 , wherein the mator i ai i s 
acoustic medium contains 1 ,2-butlyene glycol and 1 ,3-butylene glycol. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Kanebo (JP 
61 149128) teaches a ultrasonic viscous composition consisting of 1 ,3-butylene glycol 
and other elements. The prior art fails to teach or support only 1 ,2-butlyene glycol 
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rather Kanebo teaches a composition. Further while the Examiner asserts that it would 
have been obvious to try 1 ,2-butylene glycol instead of 1 ,3-butlyene glycol, Kanebo fails 
to address both 1,2-butlyene glycol and 1,3-butlyene glycol in combination. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
